Wilbur C. Burde, 111 Dolores Dr., Bensenville, reported last 
week that over 200,000 signatures had been gathered on petitions 
and that another 200,000 names had been promised from a variety 
of sources around the state.

Burde, representing the Il­ 
linois Organizations United for 
Charitable Enterprises 
(IOU), 
regards the chances of reaching 
the required total by Aug. 19 as 
“excellent.”

the IOU target to 1,000,000. 
“There is nothing wrong with 
trying to come up with that 
many names,” he said. 
However, 
Burde 
cautioned 
those charitable and religious 


organizations collecting 
signa­ 
tures not to let down now that 
the goal is in sight. “We have to 
maintain the momentum,” he 
said. 
Two major signature-gather­ 
ing events for July are planned 
by Burde.

Burde said that if things are 
looking dim at the end of the 
month he would make an all-out 
effort to get signatures from the 
American Legion delegates.

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Redmond Levels Tax Blast At County 


State Rep. William A. Red­ 
mond, (D-BensenVille) co-chair­ 
man of the Commission on Lo­ 
cal Government, continues to 
sock it to the DuPage County 
Board of Supervisors on the 
matter of tax bills. 
In a letter to the county board 
dated July I, Redmond com­ 
mented that the “county board 
seeks to assume a dominant po­ 
sition in attending to the needs 
of the residents of our county.” 
THEN REDMOND threw in 
the clincher: 
“It is suggested that the fail­ 
ure of the board to meet the 
challenge in the matter of 
costly delays in tax collection 
is hardly a recommendation to 


expand the county board’s juris­ 
diction in other areas.” 
Redmond sank his teeth into 
the tax bill problem on May 31 
and has not let go of it yet. 
AT THAT time Redmond sug 
gested that the county appoint a 
supervisor of assessments, as 
was done in Lake County. He 
also deplored the burden placed 
on the taxpayers of the county 
by the late bills. 
Finally, Redmond suggested 
that he might ask the Full Val­ 
ue Assessment Laws and Rate 
Limitations Committee of the Il­ 
linois legislature to come into 
DuPage County, review the as­ 
sessment procedure, and make 
suggestions. 


On June 6, Redmond told the 
county that he was preparing a 
bill that would require the coun­ 
ty collector to pay to local gov 
ernments “any expenses in­ 
curred by them as a result of 
the tardiness of the tax bills.” 
This bill would, “of course, in­ 
clude interest which might have 
to be paid on tax anticipation 
warrants, the issuance of which 
were 
required 
because 
tax 
funds were not remitted, as re­ 
quired by law.” 
R E D M O N D THEN asked, 
tongue-in-cheek, that the county 
board communicate with 
ail 
members 
of 
the 
legislature 
from DuPage County, request­ 
ing that they ‘sponsor and sup­ 


port’ the proposed bill. 
The knockout punch was sav­ 
ed for last in Redmond’s June 
6th letter: The bill “will only af­ 
fect DuPage County, and should 
not generate opposition from 
other sections of the state.” 
Last year the county collected

Business Services 
Remain Up to Date

Business is a field which changes so rapidly that many books 
and reference works pertaining to it soon become out of date. 
Many business questions can only be answered by the use of 
current materials. 
Fundamental for this purpose are different business and fi­ 
nancial services, most of which are now issued in loose-leaf form. 
In general, each service is devoted to one specialized subject 
and consists of basic materials kept up to date by revisions cov­ 
ering new laws, regulations, rulings, decisions, etc. 
THE SCHAUMBURG Public Library subscribes to several 
business services: 
— “Personnel Management - Commnuications.” A bi-weekly 
service covering work hours, holidays, vacations, absences, hir­ 
ing, promotions, transfers, terminations, successful plant and of­ 
fice rules and other personnel matters. 
— “Personnel Management - Policies and Practices.” A bi­ 
weekly service covering personnel training programs and person­ 
nel policies. 
— “Payroll Guide.” Published every third week, this service 
covers all areas of payroll including taxes and salary guidelines. 
— “Corporation Guide.” Bi-weekly services covering matters 
as duties of company officers, corporation law, corporation taxes 
and other business planning. 
— “Labor Relations.” Covers wager, bargaining and fair em­ 
ployment practices. 
OTHER BASIC REFERENCE materials of help are “Poor’s 
Register of Corporations, Directors, and Executives of the United 
States and Canada” ; “Thomas’s Register of American Manufac­ 
turers” ; the publications of the Small Business Administration of 
the U. S. government; Standard and Poor’s investment services; 
and numerous other business aids. 
In addition to these services and reference materials, the 
library also receives the following business journals and news­ 
papers: 
“Barron’s National Business and Financial Weekly,” “Busi­ 
ness Week,” “Fortune,” “Harvard Business Review,” “Monthly 
Labor Review” and “Wall Street Journal.” 
The library has been attempting to build its business collec­ 
tion and has been adding monthly many highly recommended 
business books.

Grabowski Moves to Area 
Packer in Enemy Territory

He lives right smack in the middle of hostile enemy territory, 
and hardly anyone around him even realizes it. 
No, he’s not a Communist spy. His name is Jim Grabowski, 
Green Bay Packer fullback and resident of Plum Grove Estates 
near Palatine. 


REFLECTIONS FROM the Florida landscape: 
—I wish, sometimes, that the beer can had never been in 
vented. Not beer, that wholly nutritional libation which is both a 
bringer of tranquility and a recreation for the angler when high 
sun or night have driven the fish to hiding. 
But beer cans. Beer cans, I think, are the single greates 
spoilers of the American landscape. They are so wretchedly con­ 
venient and so popular that now they are everywhere, along ev­ 
ery roadside and'under every bush. I swear 90 per cent of the 
litter dumped by the slobs and despoilers among us must be beer 
cans, maybe because they seem so absolutely useless when 
they’re emptied. 
Case in point: an enchanting roadside rest area in Florida’s 
Ocala National Forest. A delightful place of paths and picnic 
tables shaded under huge, Spanish moss-bedecked oaks, sloping 
down to a lake of clear spring water. 
The vista from water’s edge is engaging and refreshing, 
until the gaze passes among the grasses and shrubs under­ 
foot. Beer cans! Everywhere in the tangle, beer cans! So gay 
in color, so happily drunk from, so carelessly tossed aside, so 
hopelessly permanent. And some of them now half a quart in 
size. 
I think, sometimes, that alien beings ARE among us, anc 
they have invaded not human forms, but beer cans. And they’re 
taking over. Stamp them out! 


—WATER. WATER everywhere, and most of it you can fish 
in, and swim in. and even drink. That is still one of the essential 
natural blessings of Florida, where only now are the perils of 
pollution rearing as a malevolent threat. 
Particularly in central Florida, where there is such an abun­ 
dance of ponds, streams, lakes and rivers bubbling up from 
springs, the water is still so clear and so sparkling that the only 
word for it is unbelievable. It is especially so to we of industrial- 
ly-proud but industrially-victimized Illinois, where we are condi­ 
tioned to water whose spectrum is murky green to chocolate 
brown and all shades in between. 
There are, at Silver Springs, deep lagoons so crystalline 
that they used them to film those heroic scenes of Johnny 
Weissmuller, knife in mouth, diving for the glory of Tarzan. 
And they still can. 
But even now in Florida there are legislators warning that 
the glittering resource must be protected, and the urgency is that 
there is enough concern and foresight ta heed the signal. 


-TOURING STATES like Florida is hard on the pride of 
Illinois residents. It jolts to mind, among other things, how pitiful 
Illinois is as a recreation state, and a state with any genuine 
feeling for the persons who pass between its borders. 
Florida, in a pattern remarkably similar to Michigan’s, is a 
state sprinkled with green spots from roadside rest areas to mas­ 
sive national forests, generally impeccably kept and linked by 
superior highways. 
Illinois now has afoot an advertising campaign to entice out- 
of-state recreation-seekers, but it may backfire. A few days of 
rattling around on antiquated, crumbling roads searching for elu­ 
sive greenery and somewhere to camp and fish may drive them 
out, never to return. 


OTHERWISE: 
—The predictable has happened in putting into effect Illinois’ 
firearm owners’ registration law. The Department of Public Safe­ 
ty, swamped with applications up to 60,000 a day has had to push 
back the registration deadline from July to Sept. I. The depart­ 
ment is lamenting the usual last minute rush in such matters, but 
it must bear the onus of guilt. Lax in publicizing the new require­ 
ment, tardy in getting the application forms into circulation, and 
inefficient in smoothing out its own data-processing procedures, 
the department created a monster that will mean perhaps months 
of overtime work for an 80-member staff, and months of waiting 
for gun owners who want the cards the law says they must have. 
—The Illinois Assn. of Park Districts was among the 
groups savoring a victory in Congress the past week. Ap­ 
proved was the plan to add $200-million to the Land and 
Water Conservation Fund, supplemented by royalties from 
off-shore oil drilling. The money is chiefly for land acquisi­ 
tion, and it could greatly boost the increasing of park acreage 
in Illinois and in the Indiana Dunes National Lakeshore. 
—There are dogs and ingrates that bite the hands that feed 
them, but fish? A Hoffman Estates girl, Delores Swensen, has the 
wounds to prove it. Fishing with her parents on Hunter Lake in 
Wisconsin’s Hayward region, she dipped her hand in the water to 
rinse off the dirt from removing worms from hooks. From the 
depths, a muskie struck, puncturing and cutting the hand. Delores 
got stitches, and the muskie got away. 


Park District Net 
Crew Tons Glenview 


You won’t find many Packers 
living anywhere near the north 
side of Chiago, avid Chicago 
Bear territory. 
BUT JIM Grabowski is a spe­ 
cial case. His home town is Chi­ 
cago, and he and his pert wife 
Kathy both grew up 
on the 
northwest side. So he actually 
feels right at home in the area, 
rather than in unfriendly parts. 
The Grabowski home is situ­ 
ated on such a picturesque site 
that it looks like something out 
of Better Homes and Gardens. 
The inside is not fully furnished 
because Jim and his family 
have only occupied it for about 
three weeks. And Jim is not 
really used to so much space, 
having always lived in fur­ 
nished apartments before. 
With the chores of still getting 
settled and with training camp 
just around the corner, the Gra- 
bowskis don’t have much time 
to get to know their neighbors. 
They see other Packers only oc­ 
casionally during the off-season 
“because of our distance from 
each other’s homes,” said Jim. 
GRABOWSKI needs 
no in­ 
troduction to University of Il­ 
linois football fans. His rushing 
feats there are legendary. 
Some Illini records he still 
holds are career rushing 
at­ 
tempts (579), season attempts 
(252), 
game 
attempts 
(38), 
yards gained in a career (2878), 
yards gained in a season (1258), 
and yards gained in a game 
(239). 
His 144 points scored on 24 
touchdowns in his career rank 
second only to the immortal 
Red Grange in Illini annals. 
Grabowski and all-pro Chi­ 
cago Bear linebacker Dick But- 
kus are both graduates of Il­ 


linois University and are good 
friends. “I see him a lot during 
the year,” said Jim — which re 
minded Kathy to tell him that 
they had been invited to the 
Butkus house that same week. 


HOW DOES it feel to bump 
heads with his good buddy? 
“Well, during a game you just 
don’t think about that,” said 
Jim. “Believe me,” he added 
seriously, “it’s no fun playing 
against 
anyone 
as 
good 
as 
him.” 
What kind of training camp 
does Jim expect under his new 
head coach, Phil Bengston? 
“About the same as for Lom­ 
bardi,” replied the muscular 
fullback. “Phil may not be as 
vocal, but he is a thinking 
coach, the same as Lombardi. I 
think his influence has definite­ 
ly rubbed off on Bengston.” 
GRABOWSKI missed most of 
last season because of a torn 
cartilage in his right knee which 
was removed just before the Su­ 
per Bowl. “I’d be lying if I said 
it’s IOO per cent,” admitted 
Jim, “but it feels good and I’m 
ready to go.” 
To keep in shape during the 
off-season, he has been doing 
some running on the hilly land 
near his home. He also worked 
out with weights before serving 
a hitch in the Army recently. 
Having played in the annual 
College All-Star game as both 
an all-star and Packer, Jim is 
one of the most qualified to 
comment on the game. Aside 
from its obvious charity pur­ 
pose, does Jim feel the game 
has outlived its usefulness? 
“NO, I DON’T think so,” he 
says. “Every few years the All- 
Stars come up with a real great

team and beat the pros. Just 
getting the team together is 
good, because the best players 
in the country are assembled. 
“The trouble for the college 
players is that they don’t have 
time to jell as a team. They can 
only be a group of individual 
stars. But they’ve only been 
beaten badly the last couple of 
years.” 
Last year, of course, Jim was 
glad of this as his Packers took 
a 27-0 decision. In 1966, when he 
was an All-Star, the Pack won 
38-0. It is usually after such 
one-sidel affairs that the crit­ 
ics’ voices are loudest. 
“I ENJOY playing in it,” 
says “Grabo” of the All-Star 
game. “It was a dream for me 
to be in it some day when I was 
in high school.” 
To date, Jim has not been 
lynched or had his tires slashed 
by any avid Bear fans. But 
apparently his name is starting 
to spread around the neighbor­ 
hood. “Some kids came up to 
me the other day and asked me 
to coach their team,” relates 
Jim. 
Having been born and raised 
in Chicago, it was only natural 
that Grabowski grew up as a 
Bear fan.

their parents that they are in­ 
sured under another policy. 
THE BASIC policy offers a 
maximum coverage of $10,000; 
the football policy, $5,000, with

sion for three X-ray views, five 
times the fee guide on the surgi­ 
cal schedule and $1,500 for loss 
of life. 
Coverage on pre-existing con­ 
ditions is excluded. 
This is the second year Lake 
Park studnets will be covered 
by United.

Retraced on

A team of Canadian scientists 
a n d 
cameramen 
aboard 
a 
square-rigged brigantine will re­ 
trace the historic voyage of 
Charles Darwin to the remote 
Galapagos Islands 
when 
WT- 
TW/Channel l l ’s NET JOUR­ 
NAL presents “Darwin” tomor­ 
row (Monday) at 8 p.m. (re­ 
peated Wednesday, July IO, at 
10:30 p.m.). 


The original trip was begun in 
1835 when Darwin, then a divin­ 
ity student with a bent for sci- 
e n t i f i c 
research, 
traveled 
aboard the British ship Beagle 
to the islands, which are located 
some 600 miles west of Ecuador 
in the Pacific Ocean. There he 
found rare species of flora and 
fauna that sparked the evolu­ 
tionary theories formulated in 
his book “The Origin of Spe­ 
cies.” 


Undertaking this same jour­ 
ney 130 years later, the scien­ 
tists found many of the flora 
and fauna first observed by 
D a r w i n . The 
documentary 
records some of 
these 
same 
sights, 
unaltered 
after 
more 
than a century, and utilizes still 
photographs 
of 
Darwin 
and 
scenes of his times as back­ 
ground to the actual voyage.

Or is it just 
true that dishes cooked out-of-doors take on added flavor? 
Doesn’t matter, but here’s a recipe which I’ve prepared with 
great success over the charcoal grill and can’t quite duplicate in June I, were a silver necklace

the kitchen. It’s delightful with turkey or chicken. 
For parmesan-topped zucchini and tomato casserole, you’ll 
need 2 pounds of tender, small zucchini and 2 pounds of fresh 
tomatoes, peeled. 
Slice the zucchini and tomatoes. Tear off a large square of 
heavy duty foil and in the center place 4 tablespoons of butter 
sprinkled with garlic salt. Lay the zucchini and tomato slices on 
the buttered foil. 
CLOSE THE FOIL to make a package and place at the side 
of the grill in which you have a medium charcoal fire. Cook 
about 50 minutes. Open and turn back the foil to the edge. 
Sprinkle with I cup of grated parmesan cheese and continue to 
cook until the cheese melts. Makes four servings. 
You can, of course, prepare this dish indoors, baking cov­ 
ered at 350 degrees until zucchini are tender, then adding the 
parmesan. But, as I said, the outdoor version just seems to taste 
better. 
Our column dealing with strawberries and rhubarb brought 
the suggestion from readers that these combine well in a sauce 
which can be served as an appetizer or along with a meal. 
THIS IS ONE which was frequently prepared in my mother’s 
kitchen on the farm when the pink rhubarb was ready and the

When 
ready to serve fold the sliced strawberries into the cooked rhu­ 
barb and sauce. Those with a real sweet tooth can add sugar to 
suit. Four servings.

Suicide Among the Young—Part 2 
Who Will Listen When They Cry for Help?

In the preceding article on 
suicides and suicide attempts 
by young people it was pointed 
out that in all suicidal cases, 
the action is a “cry for help” 
by the victim. 
For the most part it is the 
feeling of the victim that life 
holds no meaning for them — 
that they’re not needed or 
wanted. 
Authors Edwin S. Shneidman 
and PhiliD Mandelkorn wrote 
in “How to Prevent Suicides” 
that no one is IOO per cent sui­ 
cidal and that people “cut 
their throats and plead to be 
saved” at the same time. 


Dr. Stanley F. Yolles, direc­ 
tor of the National Institute of 
Mental Health (NIMH), said 
that this “cry for help” is es­ 
pecially true of suicides among 
the young, “even though they 
often act as though they want 
r 


nothing from us but to be left 
alone.” 
A Q U E S T I O N o f t e n 
thoughtlessly asked by the ob­ 
server of such cases is, “If a 
person finds life so intolerable 
that he wants to commit sui­ 
cide, why not let him?” But 
studies among health agencies 
have shown that a person who 
is prevented from carrying out 
his threats of self-death is very 
thankful afterwards. 
The 
other 
well-known 
re­ 
sponse to suicidal threats and 
attempts is one of “she just 
wanted attention.” This is ex­ 
actly the case, note authorities. 
And the person who seeks this 
attention and does not receive 
aid of some sort may succeed 
in his or her next attempt. 
The highest rate of suicides 
occurs 
in 
the 
college-aged 
group of youngsters. 
Dr. Thaddeus Kostrubala, as­ 
sociate in psychiatry at North- 


V 


western 
University 
Medical 
School, speaks of more work 
being done now to help de­ 
crease the rate of youth sui­ 
cides and suicide attempts at 
this level. 
“Student health departments , 
of colleges have become in­ 
creasingly aware of the situ­ 
ation. They have more infor­ 
mation about it now,” he said. 
DR. HELEN Sunukjian of 
the Read Crisis Intervention 
Center in Chicago also cited 
the coll ge and university ser­ 
vices available to aid students. 
She mentioned the 24-hour 
answering service operated at 
one large university where stu­ 
dents could go for help with 
any type of problem, from 
course work to personal di­ 
lemma. Some of the larger uni­ 
versities, she said, use the bud­ 
dy system of counseling and 
assign a worker to the individ­ 
ual to help him realize and 


solve his specific problems. 
Parents, too, can help a 
great deal within the realm of 
their own families, explained 
Dr. Kostrubala, who has said 
that the break from home at 
this college age is the most 
prominent cause of suicidal be­ 
havior. They should sit down 
and discuss the break and sur­ 
rounding situations before a 
student ever goes off to college 
or away from home. 
BOTH authorities agre d that 
parents play an important role 
in the lives and relationships of 
their children during these ado­ 
lescent years. An atmosphere of 
op n 
conversation, 
more 
of 
friend to friend rather than par­ 
ent to child, should be estab­ 
lished. 
The doctor outlined three 
measures parents may take to 
prevent or lessen the chance of 
suicid attempts by their chil­ 
dren: I) When the child is first 


away 
from 
home, 
parents 
should maintain frequent con­ 
tact with him through visits or 
phone calls. 2) Parents should 
recognize that they must func­ 
tion in a different manner, not 
mer ly as in the past, parent 
to child. 3) The problem of sui­ 
cides by young people should 
be discussed in small, informal 
groups and institutional action 
be taken by these groups. 
The third 
suggestion 
was 
said to be probably the most 
important and most effective 
form of action that could be 
taken.

rope” and can’t go on in their 
present state. Dr. Kostrubala 
emphasized the use of con­ 
sultation with family doctor, 
campus counselors and espe­ 
cially minister, priest or rabbi 


for those young people who 
feel troubled. 
“Nobody really wants to kill 
themselves,” he said, “because 
we can never want something 
we have not yet experienced 
and nobody has experienced 
death. What they want is relief 
in some way from a problem 
or situation because of revenge 
or anger or some other rea­ 
son.” 
In 
its 
“Bulletin 
of 
Sui­ 
cidology” the United States 
Department of Health Educa­ 
tion and Welfare says, “Prac­ 
tically every person who kills 
himself gives some verbal or 
behavioral clues of his in­ 
tention to do so These clues 
are often in ‘code’ but nonethe­ 
less they are clues and han­ 
dles to prevention.” 
For instance the pamphlet 
relates that 65 per cent of all 
individuals who commit suicide 
have seen a physician within 


four months of the event. 
OTHER POTENTIAL suicide 
victims verbally give clues of 
their 
plans 
that 
sometimes 
they are not fully aware of 
themselves. Comments 
made 
by those who later have taken 
their own lives have been “My 
family would be. better off 
without me,” “I can’t stand it 
any longer, I want to die” or 
“I won’t be around much long­ 
er for you to put up with me.” 
Though the majority of un­ 
happy people who make such 
remarks don’t commit suicide, 
the department says that it is 
a dangerous mistake to take 
these statements lightly. 
Other clues the department 
mentioned in a recent state- 
m e n t were chronic 
sleep­ 
lessness, loss of weight through 
loss of appetite, withdrawal 
srom social contacts, lost of 
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sexual drive, loss of interest in 
hobbies or any changes in be­ 
havior 
that 
make 
a 
person 
seem quite different from his 
usual self. 


They advise that family or 
others close to the suicidal are 
in a position to give assistance. 
The first step must be a frank 
recognition that the individual, 
no matter 
how 
healthy 
or 
stable before, is now troubled. 


The NIM H Center for Studies 
of Suicide Prevention has set 
its goal as “ effecting a reduc­ 


tion in the suicide rate of this 
country.” The Center lists sui­ 
cide as the leading cause of 
unnecessary deaths. 


It noted that the needs usual­ 
ly run ahead of knowledge and 
research for better means of 
prevention, but added that pre­ 
sent knowledge should be ap­ 
plied toward saving lives while 
research in prevention contin­ 
ues. 


TH E NIM H Center cited lack 
of accurate and adequate infor­ 
mation the greatest hindrance 
to its efforts. First of all, ac­ 
cording 
to 
NIM H 
officials, 
Suburban 
JjyiriG 
Especially 
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there is confusion as to how to 
label certain deaths like those 
which lie between suicide and 
accident. 
“ Dissembling on the part of 
police and physicians who wish 
to protect the fam ily and pub­ 
lic officials who wish to protect 
the reputation of their commu­ 
nity” is another factor in slow­ 
ing the work of the organiza­ 
tion. 
Inaccurate 
record 
keeping 
and present myths and fables 
were also cited. 


The need for coordination be­ 
tween the programs of NIM H 
and all other fields of life and 
activity, such as church, m ili­ 
tary and medical is apparent. 


“ People,” NIM H said, “ must 
show a broader mind in deal­ 
ing with situations 
on 
their 
own doorsteps.” 


The director of NIM H told a 
subcommittee 
of the 
House 
Education 
and 
Labor 
Com­ 
mittee, “ There is a giant body 
of mythology and erroneous 
folklore about suicide; one of 
our tasks is to tell people the 
facts, rather than the fables, 
about suicide.” 


PHO NE C EN T ER S for sui­ 
cide prevention have been es­ 
tablished across the country. 
The Los Angeles Suicide Pre­ 
vention Center says, “ Active 
suicide prevention begins when 
the telephone rings.” 


Surprisingly 
few 
calls 
re­ 
ceived are made by cranks, 
the Los Angeles Center esti­ 
mated. Ninety per cent are sin­ 
cere in their calls. A third are 
made by people who, though 
distressed, are far from actual­ 
ly attempting to take their 
lives. And at least IO per cent 
of all calls are made by people 
moderately to seriously sui­ 
cidal; one out of every six of 
these is on the verge of death.
